Having thus described my invention, I 
claim: 

1. (Amended) A bet slip having boxes 
(boards) containing numbers divided 
into two or more positions and 
marked with the use of lines, to 
define said positions. Spaces with 
five or more perpendicular- like sides 
define each position, 

2. (Amended) A bet slip having boxes 
(boards) containing numbers and 
alphabets divided into two or more 
positions. Spaces with five or more 
perpendicular-like sides define each 
position. 

3. (Amended) Boxes (boards) similar to 
those of an existing bet sUp 
containing numbers divided into two 
or more positions and marked with 
the use of Unes, to define said 
positions. Spaces with five or more 
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perpendicular-like sides define each positioa 

4. (Amended) A chart containing multiple bet 
sUps having boxes (boards) v^th numbers 
divided into two or more positions and 
marked with the use of lines, to define said 
positions. Spaces with five or more 
perpendicular-like sides define each position. 

5. (Amended) A chart containing multiple 
boxes (boards) similar to those of an existing 
bet sUps with numbers divided into two or 
more positions and marked with the use of 
lines, to define said positions. Spaces with 
five or more perpendicular-like sides define 
each position. 

6. (Amended) A chart containing multiple 

boxes (boards) similar to those of an existing 

bet slips with numbers and alphabets divided 

into two or more positions and marked with 

the use of lines, to define said positions.

Claims continued: 

7. (Amended) A chart containing multiple 
boxes (boards) with alphabets divided 
into two or more positions and marked 
with the use of lines, to define said 
positions. Spaces with five or more 
perpendicular-like sides define each 
position. 

8. (Amended) A bet slip containing boxes 
(boards) and numbers divided into two 
or more positions and marked with the 
use of lines, to define said positions, in 
addition to a chart containing multiple 
boxes (boards) matching said bet slip 
and marked with the use of lines, to 
define said positions. Spaces with five or 
more perpendicular-like sides define 
each position. 

9. (Amended) A bet slip containing boxes 
(boards) and numbers, similar to those of 
existing bet sUps are divided into two or 



of lines to define said positions. Spaces with five 
or more perpendicular-like sides define each 
position.
